CHAPTER 16
RULES OF PRACTI CE AND PROCEDURE

SUBCHAPTER 1
RULES OF GENERAL APPLI CABI LI TY

815-16-1 Purpose. This chapter governs procedures
before the Hawaii comunity devel opnent authority under
chapter 206E, HRS, and shall be construed to effectuate the
pur pose of the chapter and to secure the just and efficient
determ nation of every proceeding. [Eff 6/25/81, conp

815-16-2 Definitions. As used in this chapter, except
as otherw se required by context:

"Aut hority"” is as defined by section 206E-2, HRS;

"Chairperson"” mneans the duly elected chief presiding
officer of the authority and in the absence or incapacity of
t he chai rperson, the vice chairperson

"Designated representative" nmeans any enployee or
officer of the departnent of finance, departnent of planning
and econom c devel opnent, departnent of accounting and
general services, and departnent of social services and
housi ng, designated by the respective departnment head to
represent the head at any authority neeting or proceeding
with all of the rights and privileges of full nenbership
provi ded that designation for representation at any
proceedi ng shall not be made except for the entire duration
t her eof ;

"Executive director" nmeans the chief executive officer
of the authority who is appointed by the authority and who
serves at the pleasure of the authority;

"Kakaako conmunity devel opnent district” as defined by
section 206E-32, HRS;
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"Meetings" means the convening of the authority for
which a quorumis required in order to nmake a decision or to
deliberate toward a decision upon a mnmatter under the
supervi sion and control of the authority;

"Petitioner” neans any person or agency who or which
petitions or on whose behalf a petition is nmade to the
authority and concerni ng which the authority nay take action
under statutory or other powers granted to it;

"Proceeding” nmeans to any matter brought before the
authority which is given consideration in light of the
community devel opnent goals of providing a conprehensive
plan for the Kakaako district and future conmunity
devel opnment districts designated by the |egislature. [ Eff

815-16-3 The authority. (a) The office of t he
authority is in Honolulu, Hawaii. All comrunications to the
authority shall be addressed to the authority's office,
unl ess ot herw se directed.

(b) The office of the authority shall be open from
7:45 a.m to 4:30 p.m of each weekday, unless otherw se
provided by statute or executive order. [Eff 6/25/81, am

8§15-16-4 Meetings. (a) The authority may neet and
exercise its powers in any part of the State of Hawaii. Al
neetings of the authority shall be open to the public,
except executive neetings. Public notice of all neetings,
except energency neetings, shall be nade pursuant to section
92-7, HRS. The parlianmentary procedure to be utilized by
the authority in the conduct of its neetings, shall be based
on Robert's Rules of Order, Newy Revised, |971.

(b) Regular neetings shall be held at the regular
nmeeting place of the authority on the first Wdnesday of the
nonth, provided that if such date is a |egal holiday, then
the regular neeting for such date shall be held on the date
i medi ately following the holiday. Any and all business of
the authority may be transacted at regular neetings.
Notices of neetings of the authority shall:

(1) Be sent to those requesting to be on the nmailing

list for this purpose and other interested
parties;

(2) Be posted in the office of the authority; and

(3) |If possible, be distributed to the news nedi a.
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The authority may hold its regular neetings on other than
the stipulated dates, tines, and places, provided that
proper notice be given of the changes.

(c) Special neetings may be held at such tines and
places as the authority may require, as called by the
chairperson at such tine and place as the chairperson my
determ ne, and nust be called by the chairperson upon the
witten request of three or nore nenbers of the authority
filed with the executive director. Witten notice of any
special neeting nust be given to each nenber of the
authority at |east seventy-two hours prior to the date of
the special neeting. At the special neeting, no business
shal |l be considered other than as designated in the notice.

(d) The authority may hold an executive neeting closed
to the public upon a two-thirds affirmative vote of the
menbers present at the neeting. The reason for holding the
executive neeting and the vote of the nenbers shall be
recorded and entered into the mnutes of the neeting. An
executive neeting nmay be held for any of the follow ng
pur poses:

(1) To consider the hire, evaluation, dismssal, or

di scipline of an officer or enployee or of charges

br ought agai nst such i ndi vi dual s, wher e
consideration or matters affecting privacy wll be
i nvol ved; provi ded that if the individual

concerned requests an open neeting, an open
neeting shall be held;

(2) To deliberate concerning the authority of persons
designated by the authority to conduct |[abor
negotiations or to negotiate the acquisition of
public property, or during the conduct of such
negoti ati ons;

(3) To consult with the authority's attorney;

(4) To investigate proceedings regarding crimna
m sconduct; and

(5 To consider sensitive matters related to public
safety or security.

No ruling, rule, contract, appointnment, or decision shall be
finally acted upon in an executive neeting.

(e) The authority may hol d an energency neeting upon a
finding that an inmm nent peril to public health, safety, or
wel fare exists, provided that:

(1) The authority states in witing the reasons for

its finding;

(2) Two-thirds of the nmenbers to which the authority
is entitled agree that the findings are correct
and an energency exists;

(3) An energency agenda and the findings are filed
with the authority's office; and
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(4) Persons on the mailing list are contacted by nai
or telephone as soon as practicable. [ Eff

815-16-5 Quorum and nunber of votes necessary for a
decision. The power of the authority shall be vested in the
menbers of the authority in office fromtinme to tine. A
quorum shall consist of a mpjority of all the nenbers the
authority is entitled to by statute, and the affirmative
vote of at |east that nunber of nenbers shall be necessary
to make any action of the authority valid. [Eff 6/25/81,

815-16-6 Mnutes. (a) The authority shall rmaintain
witten mnutes of all its neetings, setting forth an
accurate record of votes and actions taken. Unl ess
otherwise required by law, neither a full transcript nor a
recording of the neeting shall be required, but the witten

mnutes shall give a true reflection of the mtters
di scussed at the neeting and the views of the nenbers. The
m nutes shall include, but are not limted to:

(1) The date, tinme, and place of the neeting;

(2) The nenbers of the authority recorded as either

present or absent;
(3) The substance of all natters proposed, discussed,
or decided; and a record of any votes taken by the
i ndi vi dual nmenbers; and

(4) Any other information that any nenber of the
authority requests be included or reflected in the
m nut es.

(b) The mnutes shall be public record and shall be
available within thirty days after the neeting, except where
such disclosure would be inconsistent with section 92-5,
HRS; provided that mnutes of executive neetings may be
wi thheld for so long as their publication would defeat the
| awf ul purpose of the executive neeting, but no |onger.

815-16-7 Authentication of authority actions. Al
actions, decisions, and orders taken shall be signed by the
menbers of the authority acting in such proceedings or by
t he chai rperson upon del egati on by the nenbers acting in the
proceeding. Oficial copies of decisions, orders, and other
authority actions nay be distributed under the signature of
the chairperson of the authority or a person del egated by

§15-16-8 Subnmittals and requests. Al submttals and
requests requiring authority action which may be taken at an
authority neeting shall be nade in witing and filed with
the office of the authority in Honolulu, Hawaii, ten days
before the schedul ed neeting, or by order of the authority.
Requests for public information, copies of of ficial
docunents, or opportunity to inspect public records shall be
made in witing to the authority office or in person at said
of fice.

815-16-9 Renoval of persons from neetings. The
authority may renove any person or persons who wlfully
disrupt a neeting to prevent and conprom se the conduct of
the neeting.

815-16-10 Del egation of adm nistrative duti es.
(a) The authority may delegate to the executive director
such power or authority vested in the authority as it deens
reasonabl e and proper for the effective adm nistration of
chapter 206E, HRS, except the power to adopt, anend, or
repeal rul es.

(b) The authority, by a mgjority of the nenbers to
which it is entitled, may appoint a hearings officer to
conduct a proceeding as provided in this chapter and
pursuant to the requirenents of chapter 91, HRS. [ Eff

815-16-11 Duties of executive director. The executive
director is the person appointed by the authority to serve

as the chief executive officer of the authority. The
executive director shall be directly responsible to the
authority, and shall have control of and responsibility for
t he execution of t he authority's pol i ci es, t he
admnistration of its affairs, and the enploynent and
supervision of its personnel. At each neeting of the

authority, the executive director shall furnish its nenbers
wi th such information and nake such recomendati ons as shal

be necessary to effect the purposes of the authority and for
the proper admnistration of its affairs. The executive
director shall authorize and certify payrolls, requisitions,
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i nvoices, and other docunents essential to the proper
admnistration of the authority.

815-16-12 Public records. (a) The term "public
records” as used in this chapter is defined as in section
92-50, HRS, and shall include all maps, rules, witten

statenents of policy or interpretation fornul ated, adopted,
or used by the authority in its functions, all decisions,
orders, mnutes of the authority's neetings, and records of
any docket on file with the authority but shall not include
records which invades the right of privacy of an individual.

(b) Al public records shall be available for
i nspection in the office of the authority during established
of fice hours unless public inspection of the records is in
violation of any state or federal |aws.

(c) Public records printed or reproduced by the
authority shall be given to any person requesting the sane
and payi ng the reasonabl e cost thereof.

(d) Requests for public information, for perm ssion to
i nspect official records, or for copies of public records
shall be handl ed expeditiously. [Eff 6/25/81, conp 9/8/86]

SUBCHAPTER 2

PROCEEDI NGS BEFORE THE AUTHORI TY

815-16-16 General rule. Al persons and parties shal
conply with these rules of practice and procedures when
appearing before the authority. Procedures to be foll owed
by the authority, wunless specifically prescribed in this
chapter or by chapters 91 and 92, HRS, shall be such as in

the opinion of the authority will best serve the purposes of
t he proceeding. The authority may waive or suspend the
provisions of this chapter. [Eff 6/25/81, am and conp

815-16-17 Appearances before the authority. (a) Any
party to any proceedi ng before the authority nay appear pro
se or an i ndividual may  appear as an authorized
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representative of a partnership, corporation, trust, or
associ ation. An officer or enployee of an agency of the
state or a political subdivision may represent the agency in
any proceedi ng before the authority.

When an individual acting in a representative
capacity appears in person or signs a paper submtted to the
authority, the personal appearance or signature of that

i ndi vi dual shal | constitute a representation to the
authority that under the provisions of this chapter and the
applicable statute, the individual is authorized and

qualified to represent that particular person or entity.
The authority may at any time require any person transacting
business with the authority in a representative capacity to
aut henticate such authority and qualification to act. [Eff

815-16-18 Disqualification of authority's nenbers.
Any party to a hearing up to five days before the proceeding
may file an affidavit that one or nore of the nmenbers has a
personal bias or prejudice. Every such affidavit shal
state the facts and reasons for the belief that bias or
prejudi ce exists. The nenber against whomthe affidavit is
filed may answer the affidavit in which case the renaining
menbers shall decide by a majority of all the nmenbers to
which the authority is entitled whether that nenber should
be disqualified fromthe proceeding. |If the nmenber chooses
to be disqualified, the nenber shall file wth the
chairperson a certificate requesting disqualification
stating the nenber's inability to decide said matter wth
inpartiality.

815-16-19 Filing of papers. (a) Al requests,
submttals, petitions, reports, nmaps, exceptions, plans,
menor anda, and other papers required to be filed with the
authority pursuant to any proceeding shall be filed with the

office of the authority at Honolulu, Hawaii, wthin the tine
limts prescribed by law, rules, or by order of the
aut hority. The date on which the papers are received by

personal service or by mail shall be regarded as the date of
filing.

(b) Al papers filed with the authority shall be:
Witten in black ink, typewitten, m neographed,
or printed;

Plainly | egible; and
On strong, durable paper no larger than 8-1/2" x
14" in size, except that maps, charts, tables, and

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ot her like docunments may be larger, folded to the
size of the papers to which they are attached.

(c) Reproduction nay be by any process, provided al
copies are clear and permanently |egible.

(d) Al papers filed by any person or agency in any
proceeding shall state on the first page the nanme, mailing
address, and business telephone nunber, if any, of the
individual or individuals who nmay be served wth any
docunents filed in the proceeding.

(e) The original of each paper shall be signed in ink
by the party.

(f) Al papers nust be signed by the party or a
representative. The signature constitutes a verification
that the paper has been read and that to the best know edge,
i nformation, and belief, of that person:

(1) Every statenent contained therein is true;

(2) No such statenent is m sl eading; and

(3) That it is not interposed for delay.

(g) Unless otherwise required by this chapter or the
authority, there shall be filed with the authority an
original and el even copies of each paper. Additional copies
shall be pronptly provided if requested by the executive
director or chairperson.

8§15-16-26 |nitiation of rule meking procedure.

(a) The adoption, anendnent, or repeal of any rule of the

authority nmay be made by the authority on its own notion, or

by petition of any interested person or agency. Petitions
for rule nmaking filed with the authority shall becone
matters of public record.

(b) Petitions for rule making shall conform to the

requi renents of section 15-16-19 and shall contai n:

(1) The nane, address, and telephone nunber of each
petitioner;

) The signature of each petitioner;

) A draft or the substance of the proposed rule or
anendnent or a designation of the provisions the
repeal of which is desired;

(4) A statenent of the petitioner's interest in the

subj ect matter; and
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(5 A statenent of the reasons in support of the

proposed rul e, anendnent, or repeal.

(c) The authority, within thirty days after the filing
of a wpetition for rule making, shall either deny the
petition or initiate rule making proceedings. [Eff 6/25/81,

815-16-27 Denial of petition. Any petition that fails
in any nmaterial respect to conply with the requirenents of
this chapter or fails to disclose sufficient reasons to
justify the institution of public rule naking proceedings

shall not be considered by the authority. The authority
shall notify the petitioner in witing of such denial,
stating the reasons therefor. Denial of a petition shal

not operate to prevent the authority fromacting, on its own
notion, upon any matter disclosed in the petition. The

815-16-29 Notice of public hearing. (a) Wenever
pursuant to a petition or upon its own notion, the authority
proposes to adopt, anend or repeal a rule or plan, a notice
of proposed rule nmaking shall be published at |east once in
a newspaper of general circulation in the state and if such
action shall affect a county, publication shall be nade at
| east once in the newspaper which is printed and issued at
| east twice weekly in that county; and such notice shall
also be mailed to all persons or agencies who have nade
tinmely witten requests for advance notice of the
authority's rule naking proceedings. Al'l notices shall be
published at |east twenty days prior to the date set for
publ i c heari ng.

(b) A notice of the proposed adoption, anendnent, or
repeal of a rule, or plan shall include:
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(1) A statenent of the date, tinme and place where the
public hearing wll be held;

(2) Reference to the authority under which the
adoption, anendnent, or repeal of the rule, or
pl an i s proposed; and

(3) A statenent of the substance of the proposed rule
maki ng.

8§15-16-30 Authority heari ng procedures. (a) The
public hearing before the authority shall be presided over

by the chairperson, or, in the chairperson's absence the
vice chairperson, or, in the vice chairperson's absence by
anot her nmenber designated by the authority. I nt er est ed

i ndi vidual s and agenci es shall have a reasonabl e opportunity
to offer testinony with respect to the matters specified in
the notice of hearing. A clear and orderly record shall be
obt ai ned. The presiding officer shall be authorized to
adm nister oaths or affirmations and to take all other
actions necessary to the orderly conduct of the hearing.

(b) Each hearing shall be held at the tinme and pl ace
set in the notice of hearing but nmay at such tinme and pl ace
be continued by the presiding officer from day to day or
adjourned to a later date or to a different place wthout
notice other than the announcenment at the hearing.

(c) At the commencenent of the hearing, the presiding
officer shall outline briefly the procedure to be foll owed.
Testinmony shall then be received with respect to the matters
specified in the notice of hearing in such order as the
presi ding officer shall prescribe.

(d) To avoid wunnecessary cunulative evidence, the
presiding officer may limt the nunber of w tnesses or the
time for testinony upon a particular issue.

(e) Any person who willfully disrupts a hearing to
prevent or conprom se the conduct of the hearing shall be
renoved fromthe hearing room

(f) Before proceeding to testify, wtnesses shal
state their nane, address, and who they represent at the
hearing, and shall give such information respecting their
appearance as the presiding officer nmay request. The
presiding officer shall confine the testinony to the matters
for which the hearing has been called but shall not apply
the technical rules of evidence. Wtnesses shall be subject
to questioning by the nenbers of the authority or by any
other representative of the authority. Cross exam nation by
ot her persons or agencies shall be permtted only at the
di scretion of the presiding officer.

(g0 Al interested persons or agencies shall be
afforded an opportunity to submt data, views, or argunents
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orally or in witing that are relevant to the matters
specified in the notice of hearing. The period for filing
witten comments or recomendations nay be extended beyond
the hearing date by the presiding officer for good cause.
An original and eleven copies shall be required when
submtting witten coments, recommendations, or replies.

(h) Unless otherwise specifically ordered by the
authority, testinony given at the public hearing shall not
be reported verbatim Al'l supporting witten statenents,
maps, charts, tabulations, or simlar data offered in
evidence at the hearing, and which are deened by the
presiding officer to be authentic and relevant, shall be

received in evidence and nmade part of the record. Unl ess
the presiding officer finds that furnishing copies is
i npracticable, twelve copies of the exhibits shall be

(4) A statenent of the position or contention of the
petitioner.

(5) A full discussion of the reasons, including any
